The Adams County Commissioners 
were notified by the state Depart­ 
ment of Labor and Industry this 
morning to have a registered archi­ 
tect or engineer inspect the Admin­ 
istration 
building at 
the 
county i 
home and to make such corrections 
as he may suggest within 120 days. 
The notification, in the form of 
a letter from C. Earl Cole, super­ 
visor of inspections for the state 
department, did not list any de­ 
ficiencies in the building, nor make 
any suggestion concerning it, other 
than to order the commissioners 
to have it inspected by an architect 
or engineer and make whatever cor­ 
rections may be suggested. 
Clarence C. Smith, commissioners’ 
clerk, said the matter would be 
turned over to J. Alfred Hamme, 
architect for the commissioners, and 
added 
that whatever renovations 
are needed will be made. 
Follows Inspection 
The letter followed an inspection 
of the county home buildings last 
week by a Mr. Kepner of the state 
Department of Labor and Industry 
who was called to check the progress 
on the renovation of the asylum 
building to determine that all work 
to date was properly done before 
•tarting additional construction at 
£h« asylum structure. While here 
Mr. Kepner also visited the other 
buildings rather than make another 
trip later. 
Smith said the letter contained no 
specific recommendations concern­ 
ing repairs to the administration 
building and said he belived the di­ 
rection was simply a safety measure 
because of the extreme age of the 
building. The administration build­ 
ing is believed to have been the 
first structure at the county home, 
and the records on it go back to 
1817.

An album containing three of 
Goethe’s original poem*, in hi* own 
handwriting, an envelope with a 
lock of his hair, a picture of his 
mother, and several poems written 
by friends and his daughter-in-law, 
was "re-discovered" today in the 
vault of the Gettysburg National 
Bank.

Electric Hot-beds Better, 
Cost Less Than Old Type 
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Either Electric Cable ar Lambs Can B* Used I* Rant Hot-bed 


Because of the small expense 
and greater efficiency of an elec­ 
tric hot-bed, few are now heated 
by stable manure, os in the post. 
Among the many advantages of 
the electric kind are cleanliness, 
lack of unpleasant odor, even and 
lasting heat. 
By equipping a cold frame with 
an electric heating cable, or heat­ 
ing it with lamps, the amateur 
obtains most of the benefits of a 
greenhouse at a fraction of its cost. 
It can be placed close to the house, 
where attention during cold weather 
will involve a minimum of discom­ 
fort. 
So small a quantity of heat Is 
necessary to keep temperatures In 
a hot-bed above the danger point 
in spring, it Is usually less expensive 
to use electricity for this purpose, 
than the traditional manure. 
With an inexpensive thermostat, 
the heat Is turned on or off accord­ 
ing to the need: and the plants 
growing in the hot-bed enjoy an 
even range of temperature, without 
the extremes which were common 
wher^ manure was used. 
Plant* can be started earlier, and 
kept protected for a longer period, 
without danger of the heat source 
becoming exhausted before danger 
of frost outdoors is over. 


An electric cable is the usual 
heater, but a number of lamps con 
be used, if preferred. 
A cold frame la constructed in 
the usual manner, and is sunk in the 
ground a few inches. Soil is re­ 
moved within it to an equal depth, 
and the cable is arranged on the 
bottom in loops, so that heat will be 
evenly distributed. The supply wire 
and cable are both connected to a 
thermostat, which can be set at the 
desired minimum temperature, to 
that as soon as the thermometer 
falls to that point heat is turned on. 
When temperature rise* a few 
degrees above the minimum, heat 
is shut off. 
The 
heating 
cable 
is 
usually 
covered with four to six inches of 
soil. It is a good idea to place a 
sheet of Ane meshed poultry wire 
an inch above the cable, with soil 
between. 
Another method is to grow plants 
in flats, which are placed on a grat­ 
ing just above the heating cable, 
which is not buried in soil, and thus 
is always open to Inspection. To im­ 
prove insulation and reduce cur­ 
rent consumption, the frame should 
be banked with cinders, which are 
covered with soil, to within a few 
inches of the top.

LABOR STOPS 
REPEAL TALK 
ON T-H LAW; 
ASKS CHANGES 


Bv J AM KS MAHLOW 
WASHINGTON '^ -T h ro u g h the 
last four years of the Trum an ad­ 
m inistration organized labor 
re­ 
fused to settle for anything less 
than full repeal of the Taft-H artley 
Act. which was passed by a Re­ 
publican-run Congress in 1947. 
But President Eisenhower wad 
elected mi the Republican platform , 
which would go no further than 
T 


offering some unspecified changes 
in T-H. Facing reality, organized 
labor has stopped talking outright 
repeal and is trying to settle for 
some changes in the controversial 
labor relations statute. 
The changes which labor wants 
are. in the view of some, the sam e 
as wanting full repeal. For ex­ 
ample, the AFL and CIO want one 
of the m ost im portant and most 
controversial 
parts 
of 
the 
act 
dropped. 
la -Year Immunity 
That 
is 
the 
80-day 
injunction 
provision 
by which the govern­ 
ment, through a court order, can 
stop for 80 days a strike which 
it declares would affect national 
welfare. 
For most of American history— 
until 1932—there was no law pre­ 
venting an injunction against 
a 
strike. In 1932 Congress passed the 
Norris-LaGuardia Act. That for Die 
first time put a ban on such in­ 
junctions. 
Labor's immunity to strike in­ 
junctions lasted 15 years, since 
T-H in 1947 gave the governm ent, 
at least, the right to step in. Labor J 
unions have never stopped 
pro­ 
testing 
The Basic Question 
Yet. even ii Congress listened 
to organized labor and elim inated 
the injunction, the basic question 
would not 
be settled. 
It would 
come up again if a country-wide 
strike sometim e in the future was 
declared a threat to the national 
welfare. 
As unpleasant as governm ent in- 
toriel ence may be to organized 
labor, it is unreal to think the 
governm ent w ould sit idly by while 
a strike wrecked the country. A 
railroad strike is one extrem e ex­ 
ample. 
A complete railroad shutdown, if 
it lasted long enough, would bring 
chaos and perhaps revolution in 
the cities which needed food and 
supplies. It isn’t hard to believe 
that the government, law* or no 
law. 
would stop 
a strike 
from 
reaching that point 
The continuing question for the 
governm ent, now and in the future, 
in dealing with labdr and m anage 
ment mu?t be: How to let both 
sides have the m axim um freedom, 
with a m inimum of government 
interference, and still protect na­ 
tional welfare. 
Attacked Bv Union* 
Labor unions have attacked the 
changes which Sen Taft, co-author 
of 
T-H. suggested for 
his law. 
Their position is that Taft pro­ 
posals 
are too 
m eager. Maybe 
Congress will work out a middle- 
ground solution. 
Meanwhile, the National Associ­ 
ation of M anufacturers has sound­ 
ed an alarm to businessmen to 
offset labor pressure in Congress 
by going up to the Capitol and 
testifying oh the kind of labor law 
thee want. 
Tins conflict.'p lu s the eventual 
congressional debate, should 
en* 
I liven the month* ahead. The House 
Labor Committee has already be­ 
gun hearings on T-H. Tile Senate 
Labor 
Committee 
begins 
next 
month. 
* But what may be the most im ­ 
portant factor influencing Congress 
on the T-H changes it m akes is 
what happens between big unions 
and big corporations in the next 
few months now that most price 
and all wage control* are gone. 


HOUSE TO OKAY 
. REVISION BILL 


HARRISBURG IF — The H ouse, 
readied a final vote today on a 
proposal to set up machinery to 
revise 
Pennsylvania's 79-year-old 
Constitution. 
Rep. Albert W. Johnson (Mc­ 
Kean), 
Republican 
floor 
leader 
and sponsor of the administration- 
its passage in view of bipartisan 
support. 
The legislation w*ould summon a 
constitutional convention in Harris­ 
burg next January to redraft the 
state’s basic law. Its recommen­ 
dations would go on the ballot for 
voter approval in November, 1954 
But the Pehnsylvania Bar Asso­ 
ciation already has voiced objections 
to the m anner of choosing the dele­ 
gates to the constitutional convell 
tion. 
The original m easure would have 
provided for the election of one 
delegate from each of 30 congres­ 
sional districts and 15 delegates at 
large for a total ol 45.
